the land, would pay n tax on the property 
there nod you would bo compelled to pay 
k tax again ou tho aume property In this 
Commonwealth.

lionds. The decision of the secretary gives 
much satisfaction to all who care for 
sound cmrencr, because th e necessities of 
the Treasury were dangerously strengthen- 
ing those who urged the issue of $50.000,- 
000 more silver certificates against silver 
"seigniorage'' to be coined. 


The gold note, represented by certifi- 


cates, has fallen below $70,000,000. The 
re\ euuecontmuesto fall behind that of last 
year about $5,000.000 a month, and action 
in congress on various financial measures 
is liable at any time to excite doubts 
whether gold payments can be main- 
tained. Hence replenishment of the gold 
reserve was necessary to a restoration of 
confidence and a revival of business. 


While industrial improvement con 


tinues, the gain is alow, and increase in 
the purchasing power of the people by en- 
largement of the force at work is, in a 
measure, counterbalanced by the loss to the 
purchasing pov, er of the people through 
reduction in wages paid. 


Decrease In Clearings. 


The volume ol business has increased 


in leading branches, but not largely; 
clearings fall below those of last year, for 
the same week, 22.6 per cent, and un- 
certainty regarding the future as yet pre- 
Tenta the ventures essential to prosperous 
activity. 
^Textile works resuming are mostly car- 
pet and knit goods concerns, with some 
worsted works. 
Though more mills are 


at work, and there is more speculative 
buying, prices, nevertheless, decline, so 
that sales at Boston are about 1 cent be- 
low prices asked two weeks ago. 


The demand lorwoolen goods increases, 


but is very small and is largely confined 
to goods of low coat but known i epute for 
quality, and trade in dress goods is de- 
creasing. 


Cotton goods are weaker. 
In silk manufacture the depression is 


indicated by imports of raw silk for six 
months not a third as large as those oC a 
year ago. 


Most shoe manufacturers are doing lit- 


tle more than half the usual business, 
though some are well employed, arid the 
shipments from Boston this year thus far 
haTebaraSOper sent less than last year 
to date. 


There is reported more business in iron 


and steel products, but at lower prices. 


Speculative markets have been weaker. 


A Drop In Cotton. 


Cotton has fallen 14 cents, as receipts 


continue much larger than a year ago, 
and the demand for consumption is nar- 
row. 


Gam in retail distribution of products 


is still small. 


Imports at New York show for January, 


thus far, a decrease of more than SO per 
cent, while in exports a gain o! $3,300,000, 
or nearly 20 per cent, appears. 


Failures for the week have been 407 in 


the United States, against 29 last year, 
and 46 in Canada, against 42 last year. 
For the first 11 days in January the re- 
ported liabilities of firms failing were 
i9,041,23c, ot which $3,069,053 were in man- 
ufacturing and $3,346,872 in trading con- 
cerns Bnt the number of failures about 


%the first of the year does not necessarily 
indicate a bad state of business.

"WASHIXQTON, Jan. 20—The Baltimore 


dispatch announcing a threatened injunc- 
tion by the Knights of Labor against Sec- 
retary Carlisre to restrain him from issu- 
ing 850,000,000 in bonds was taken to the 
treasury department and shown to the 
secretary.

months in the late summer and autumn 
ot 1892, and his physicians at that time 
pronounced his cose hopeless, but he ral 
lied and was able to EO out, but bad not 
since then been able to practice bis pro- 
fession. 


Mr. Gaston was the son of Alexander 


and Kesin (Arnold) Gaston, and waa born 
in Klllingly, Conn., Oct. 3, 1830. On the 
paternal side he was a descendant from 
John Gaston, born In France, probably 
about the year 1800, a Huguenot, who 
was banished ou account of his religion, 
aud settled in Scotland; and on the ma- 
ternal side from Thomas Arnold, who, 
with his brother William, came to New 
England in 10S6. 


William Gaston's father was a well- 
:nowu merchant at Connecticut ajttd waa 
'or many years in the legislature, as was 
his father before him. With his parents 
William Gaston moved to Koxbury (now 
a part of Boston) in the summer ol 1838. 
fie was educated at the academy in 
Brooklyn, Conn., the Plainfleld academy 
aud Browu university, which he entered 
at the age of 15. Graduating: in 1840, he 
at once began his law studies. He was 
admitted to the bar in 18«. 


In Polttici. 


Mr. Ga»ton was city solicitor. oJ Rox- 


bury for five years, and in 1861 and 1862 
mayor of the city, and after the annexa- 
tion of Hoxbury to Boston he was mayor 
of Boston in 1871 and 1872. In 1853 and 
1851 he wag elected to the legislature as a 
"Whig and re-elected in 1888 by a fusion of 
Whigs and Democrats, in opposition to 
the Know-Xothing candidate. In 18«S he 
was elected as a Democrat to the senate 
In 1871 he was nominated by the Demo- 
crats against Governor Talbot, and was 
elected by over 7000 plurality. His ad- 
ministration was a very conservative one. 


In 1870 he was a candidate for oongress, 


but failed of an. election. 
In 1875 Har- 


vard university and Browa university j 
conferred upon him the degree of LL. D. i 


Mr. Gaston was married May 27,1853, to I 


Miss Louisa A. Beecher. 
They had one 


daughter and two sons—Sarah, William 
and Theodore.

The displays of trained animals, broken 


for show purposes, cannot offer the slight- 
est comparison iu interest to the trained 
elephant exhibition, one sees in thu city of 
ilauhuaiu, British Burmah. The most 
absorbingly entertaining feature of tho 
novel sight is the paradoxically industrial 
character which the work of these huge 


j Indian pachyderms assumes. It hardly 
j seems possible that the work o£ a sawmill, 
j usually done by human hands, could bo 
' accomplished through tip medium of tlio 


elephants' trauks and the elephants' sa- 
gacity. Nevertheless it is »i fact that tho 
Irawadi Steamship company uses some 40 
to 50 elephants in the operation of its saw- 
mills at Jtaulmain, and the teakwood so 
largely entering into the construction of 
ships is hero rniide ready for the artisan. 
A gentleman lately returned from n tour 
of the east gives an interestiug account o£ 
tho manner iu which the mills are oper- 
ated. The logs are chopped iu tho interior 
and floated several hundred milra down, 
the Salwin river to the ruill, which is sit- 
uated on the banks of the stream at Maul- 
niain. ITeru tho logs are formed into a 
boom, and henceforth the work of trans- 
porting is done l>y tho elephants. Th« 
boom is very similar to those wo see in tho 
lumbering districts of Wisconsin and 
Michigan, but instead of the sight of men, 
brightly garbed iu red and blue, running 
from log to log and moving them with 
long steel pointed poles, wo bee great, pon-

Everything that looks toward hospitality

ZS'ewer than these, how- 
ever, arc straight, raised parallel lines on 
the stems ot forks, expanding in plain, lus- 
trous surfaces afc the end. The knives to 
correspond have parallel raised lines. Th 
severe chasteuess of these is agreeable. 
Other knife and fork handles are in raised 
lines. 


In carvers perhaps the most acceptable 


have ivory handles. These are solid, round, 
with silver mountings only at the end. 
Others have the angles inclosed in broken 
siver edges. The buckhorn handles have 
swelling curves and are mounted in silver. 
They have an imposing air of business, and, 
it seems, would be preferred by a proficient 
carver. Carving sets vritb silver bandies 
follow the fashions described above by El- 
sie Eee in The Jewelers' Circular.

A Fact %Vorfh Remembering. 


Rapacious birds and beasts retain their 


love of destroying even after years of con- 
finement, and it is a well acknowledged 
fact that among those rapacious animals o£ 
o menagerie which are reared in confine- 
ment we find the most ferocious and de- 
^tntctive examples if they once escape and 
become aware ol their power, writes Dr.

supply is attributed as the direct cause, as 
no cases have been reported where the 


i drjven well supnly is used for drinking 
purposes. Prof. Sedfiewiijk attended the 
conference today. 


At the conference today \vere Prof. 


Sedgewick, Mayor Pickman, 
Engineer 


Bowers, Supt. Thomas of the water board 
and Major T. 0. Allen. The latter says 
that the river water is unmistakably im- 
pregnated with typhoid fever germs by rea- 
son of the epidemic at Manchester. 


It was also stated that there are no cases 


of fever in the district supplied by driven 
well water, which unmistakably shows that 
river water is the direct cause of the epi- 
demic. 


Boil your water before using it for drink- 


ing purposes. 


Prof. Sedgwick also states that there 


are only two cases of the fever in Lawrence, 
because, of the fine water supply from the 
the new filter. The professor says the re- 
sults from this filter are marvellous. 


The water board announces that it ex- 


pects to double the driven well supply in 
a few days by the addition of 15 more 
wells. 


Pumps will be placed in public places so 


that people can get the driven well water. 
AU other city water should be boiled be- 
fore using. One of the pumps to be put 
up for supplying the new water will prob- 
ably be located at Davis'a corner. 


In Lawrence tbe filter has reduced the 


bacteria 99 per cent.. Prof. Sedgwick says. 


Prof. Sedgwick looked at the Moody 


school today and stated that there was 
nothing about the school that would pro- 
mote typhoid fever. He says the school is 
all right. 


The water board say it is difficult to tell 


just where the driven well water stops in 
the city pipes and where the river water 
begins. 
But as near as they can tell, the 


whole of Ward 4, the upper part of Ward 
5, and the southern part of Ward 3, as far 
north as Davis' corner, get the driven well 
water. In other parts of the city the river 
water prevails and all persons using it 
should see that it is boiled and cooled again 
Before being used.

'And so, of course, there isn't, but the 
kind hearted quietly go about krndliiig 
firesin blackened stoves, putting shoes ou 
little bare feet, eking out in various ways 
the deficiencies left after the company 
makes its returns for labor done in its 
service just the'sarne.

pie there live in "model" cottages and en- 
joy the advautagas of hot and cold water 
pipes, gas fixtures, etc., but their hunger 
and coldare no easier to bear thanif they 
lived in ordinary houses. And so tho 
kind hearted come in and relieve them, 
hut dare not call their efforts "charity" 
or '"relief," because that would offend 
the members of the company. 
' Bnt all over this big, abnormally grown 
city charitable schemes aro under waj".

different. Some ot our readers will re- 
member the Chicago Times wanted to 
give them Teaden bullets.

Nothing of that 
kind appears today; even the old, wormy 
tramp jokes have been eliminated. Tho 
•managers of different papers seem fairly 
tumbling over each other in their desire 
to oSer the most practical schemes tor 
the care of the.homeless. Why this won- 
derful, new, generous, all ""pervading 
spirit?

OOTBAfll'S DISGIiACE. 


Where {tout :liul Ueiitli Kutvj. Arc High and 


Kverj'thlnu Elm* la Low. 


The North American Review contains 


a strong article from the pen of Edward 
Marshall, editor of the Sunday edition 
of the New York Press, 01. Now York's 
tenements. Following are excerpts from 
that article: 


"New York is breeding a mob in her 


tenements—a mob that, so far docile, will 
eorno time li-e unless their wrongs are 
righted and right them for itself. Three- 
fourths of New York's population live 
in tenements, and one-half in tenements 
of such uuh.ippy character that their 
baleful iniluoni'i' cannot help but be. 
tnaiked upon their crowds—domiciles soj 
overcrowded that on their doorways 
might bo tacked this paraphrase, 'All 
yu who enter here, leavedecenoy behind;' 
when; only tho lent and the death rate 
are high, and the standards of virtue, 
cleanliness and comfort are so low as to 
scarcely merit consideration; where pelf 
re*pi ct—the salvation of the human crea- 
ture—may bo said to reach the vanishing 
point. 


"There are in New York 3i,967 front 


tenements and 2.1391 rear tenements, 
with population given by the board of 
health a-j 2TO,oOr> i'umilies, composed of 
1.225,411 individuals. The total popula- 
tion of tho city is 1,518,501. Sis email 
down town wards may with confidence 
ho spoken of as forming the most crowd- 
ed spot on earth. No obtainable statis- 
tics of English or continental cities show 
a population approaching that of this 
district of Now York. Nowhero else on 
tho face of tho globs ,-iro human beings 
packed together in such compact layers. 
Nowhere are there so many of tho lay- 
er?. The population per square mile in 
tliu Tenth ward is &~>?,bt>S, and the aver- 
ago for the whole district is 258,831. 


' 'New Yorlc.coufrouted in its tenements 


with the gravest danger of the sort that 
ever periled a community, has taken no 
steps to eradicate it. Wlmt has been 
done has been defensive, never aggres- 
sive. In tliis neglect this city stands 
alone, ami thus mocks ita own preten- 
sions to tho van of progress. Every great 
center of population in 'effete and back- 
ward Europe' 1ms done more. London 
cleared at one time 43 acres, at a net cost 
of £1,211.830; at another tirno 111,000 
square foet, with an expenditure of £270,- 
000. 
In Liverpool, 20,720 square yards 


in one of tho worse Districts were pur- 
chased for £07,000. Edinburgh dispos- 
sessed 1,500 families from grossly imper- 
fect dwellings at a. cost of $3,505,000. 
Glasgow cleared and largely rebuilt 88 
acres. Birmingham bought and brought 
nbout tho improvement of her 43 worst 
acres. And so the European record 
goes. Paris, Berlin, even'Hamburg, Co- 
logne and Btida Pestb havo done much. 
Now York, with all its boasting, has 
tlono nothing. 


"I have for three months been carry- 


ing on an investigation of the tenements, 
principally in tho sis wards specified. 
This examination has included a cellar 
to garret search of 819 or more buildings, 
selected at random as typical, and a study 
of the people in them—their moral, men- 
tal and financial condition. The result 
has been an appalling revelation of ex- 
tortion, overcrowding, immorality and 
filth. 


"The first phase of the investigation 


concerned routs. Of all real estate in 
New York, tenement property paj's" tho 
highest profits. Business buildings and 
high class residences and apartment 
houses hero yield yearly from 4i to 6 per 
cent. The latter is considered high. The 
ordinary tenement pays 10 per cent, and 
I have found houses which return a 
profit of 20, 23 and 25 per cent on a rea- 
sonable estimate of their actual worth 
(not their market price), based on their 
assessed valuations. I am assured by 
real estate agents that profits of 100 per 
csut ars not unknown. A dirty, ill ven- 
tilated an,cl rickety tenement on Essex 
street, where even running water is not 
plenty and where the commonest neces- 
sities are all but neglected, costs its ten- 
ants 40 cents per square foot per year. 


"Private greed has wrought most of 


the evils of tho tenements, which must 
be undone by public philanthropy. The 
board of health through its sanitary laws 
can improve the sanitary condition of | 
the tenements, but with high rents and ' 
resultant overcrowding it can of course 
do nothing. 
i 


"Instances of the crowding of from 


seven to twelve persons into two small 
rooms aro not unusual discoveries. Of 
course, in such circumstances, morality 
and cleanliness are impossible. Crowding 
like thisis almost always a necessity, not a 
•willful act, from a tenant's point of view. 
It cannot but tend to wipo out, not only 
tho conventionalities of civilization, but 
the very instincts of common decency. 
Homes cannot exist, and without the 
home tha marriage relation is sure to 
languish and drunlceunesa, vagrancy and 
kindred evils to increase."

West Method of Disinfecting a House— 


Coru Jlcef Hash—Culinary Kcciycs. 


Cut tho carpeting, after it has been 


thoroughly cleaned Jmd dried, into nar- 
row strips across the, width. Three- 
fourths of an inch is the light width. 
Then draw the strips through the hands 
a few times to fray the edges somewhat. 
They are then sewed together bj' join- 
ing tho selvages in a fctrong oveicabt 
stitch ;md wound into balls tho sama as 
all carpet rags are when prepared for 
tho loom. 


In this second method the strips are 


cut lengthwise of tho width, the same 
sizo as the other, atid then fringed a 
quarter of an inch on each side. 
Thus 


a fino nap is formed when the rug is I 
woven, but when we consider the waste 
of good material and the tedious work 
necessary wo conclude that it does not 
pay. In sewing these strips together 
care must be cserc ised in lapping the 
ends neatly, go that they will not show 
when the rug is woven. Then form into 
balls. 


The third method of making rngs 01 


this material may iccomruend itself to 
eomo, as it does not need sending to tho 
weaver, but instead brings into requisi- 
tion the sewing machine. The strips 
aro cut lengthwise tho width and a lit- 
tle wider than in the other methods; 
tuey are then fringed on each and stitch- 
ed through the center on stout cloth, tho 
sizo of tho nig you wish to make. 
In 


order to look nice and wear well, the 
strips must be sewed very closely to- 
gether. Somo think it easier to fringe 
the edges after tho strips are sewed in 
place than before. 


These rugs need, a fringe 3 or 5 inches 


in width for each end in order to give 
them a finished appearance.

How to Make Corned Beef Sasfr. 


A pint of cooked corned beof chopped 


fine, a pint of cold boiled'potatoes 
chopped fine, a tablespoonful of butter, 
a teaspoonful of onion juice, a cap of 
stock or water, 3 dashes of pepper. Mis 
the meat and potatoes together; put 
them in a frying pan, add tho stock, 
butter, onion juice and pepper; stir con- 
stantly until it boils. Serve on butter- 
ed toast. 


How to Cato For Canaries. 


Keep tha "canary scrupulously clean. 


The cage should be strewn every morn- 
ing with clean sand or fine gravel. 
JTresh Water must bo given every day, 
both for drinking and bathing—the lat- 
ter being in a shallow vessel and during 
the molting season a small bit of iron 
should be put iii tho water for drink- 
ing. 
The food should consist princi- 


pally of summer rape seed—that is, of 
thoso small blo'wn rape seeds which aro 
obtained from plants sown in the spring 
and which ripen during the summer. 


A little chickweed in spring, lettuce 


leaves in summer and endive.in au- 
tumn, with slices of sweet apple in 
winter, may be safely given, but bread 
and sngar ought to be generally avoid- 
ed. Occasionally a few poppy or cana- 
ry seeds, and a small quantity of bruis- 
ed hempsoed may be added, but the last 
very sparingly. 
During tha winter the 


cage should never be hung in a room 
without a fire, but even then, when the 
air is mild and the sun shines bright, 
have the window open. The cage should 
never be less than 8 inches in diameter 
and a foot high, with perches at differ- 
ent heights. 


How to M&ko Flaunel Cakes. 


Twelve ounces of flour, a quart of 


milk, 8 eggs, 2 teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powdei, one-half, teaspoonful of 
salt. Mix the baking powder^ salt and 
flour together, stirring in as much of 
the milk as will make a stiff batter. 
Beat it smooth, adding £he remainder 
of the milk and the eggs, well baateu. 
Bake on a griddle.

HOTT to Disinfect a House. 


One of the commonest household dis- 


infectants is crude carbolic acid, which 
consists of a mixture of poro carbolic 
and cresylic acids, and is of a reddish 
brown coloi. Its strong, tarlike odor 
renders it a jiot disagreeable deodorant, 
but ita insolubility in ordinary water, 
which is in inverse ratio to tho amount 
of cresylic acid present, is, in a Bense, 
a considerable drawback. It mixes, how- 
ever, much moro freely with hot water, 
and for all practical purposes tho solu- 
tion thus produced is sufficiently useful. 
Patients in some oases abject to the 
smell, anil some other disinfectant is to 
be resorted to. Its inexpensiveness ren- 
ders Unacceptable in public institutions, 
offices, railway stations. A refined prep- 
aration known as crystalline carbolic 
acid is more expensive, but of much 
more easy application; it.mixes readily 
with warm water, so that a saturated 
solution is readily made.

LABOR'S PROTEST 


Not Likely to Interfere With Secretary 


Carlisle's Bond Plan. 


WASHIXGTOS, Jan. 20.—The Baltimore 


dispatch announcing a threatened injunc- 
tion by the Knights of Labor against Sec- 
retary Carlisle to restrain him from issu- 
ing $50,000,000 in bonds was taken to the 
treasury department aud shown to the 
secretary.

Many of tho Suffering Victims Koloascd 


by British Troopj. 


LONDON, Jan. 20.-<-The foreign office has 


received « dispnteh from Lieutenant 
Colonel Ellis, the British officer in com- 
mand of the troops in Sierra Leone. The 
colonel furnishes details of the engage- 
ment between the frontier police mid 
Sofas recently. He reports that Inspector 
Taylor of the frontier police was pursu- 
ing the Sofas, who had been ravaging 
friendly country. 


The column arrived at the town of Ker- 


rnyemma on Dec. 31, and found the placo 
to be a perfect charuel houee. 
The po- 


lice found the place strongly protected bj 
blockadei and other defenses. The police, 
however, killed 200 Sofas and wounded 75 
others. 
They also captured all thu guns 


and ammunition and rescued 400 slaves, 
tho majority of whom were women and 
children. 


The victory completely dispersed a 


horde of bloody slavers whose crimes had 
long; boon the terror of that portion of 
Africa. 
Some of the women and chil- 


dren released by the British force were In 
a terrible state of weakness, due from 
elekuess and lack of food. Numbers of 
them had been brutally beaten and upon 
their bodies were large sores made by the 
chains and ropes with which the nnfor- 
lunate captives had been bound. The 
frontier police only lost two wounded. 
Four days btforo the Sofas attacked the 
police prison at Tonkia, but were re- 
pulsed with a loss of 50 killed and u large 
number wounded. 


To Starve Out Rebel*.

Yet Shelley's own 
besb knowletlgu was of n French re\ olul ion 
that secmetl to have failed, and his short 
years of youlhnntl manhood wrero passed 
in a timu 01: reaction, when it seemed ior 
j\ moment, as if Knglandancl the continent 
were going back to the worat niemoney of 
a past century. Clearly, as regards this 
mutter of hopefulness, we muse look be- 
yond the individual and beyond his influ- 
ence over n school to oerfoiia currents of 
thought that synchronize with ercnti.—

character which the work of these huge 
Indian pachyderms asiumes. It hardly 
seems possible that the work of a sawmill, 
usually done by human hands, could be 
accomplished through the medium of tho 
elephants' trunks and the elephants' sa- 
gacity. Nevertheless it is a fact that tho 
Irawadi Steamship company uses some 40 
to 50 elephants in the operation of its saw- 
mills at Muuluuun, and thu teakwood BO 
largely entering into the construction of 
ships is here made ready for tho artisan. 
A gentleman lately returned from a tour 
of the ease gives an interesting account of 
the manner iu which tho mills are oper- 
ated. The logs are chopped iu the interior 
and floated several hundred miles down 
the Salwin river to the mill, which is sit- 
uated on the banks of the stream at Maul- 
main. Here tho logs are formed into a 
boom, and henceforth the work of trans- 
porting is done by tho elephants. Thi>. 
boom is very similar to those wo see in the 
lumbering districts of Wisconsin and 
Michigan, but instead of the sight of men, 
brightly garbed in red and blue, running 
from log to log and moving them with 
long steel pointed poles, we see great, pon- 
derous elephants wading and swimming 
among tho teak logs and pushing them to- 
ward the shore. 
The logs are not sawed 


directly from the water, but are first sea- 
soned, and the elephants not only bring 
the logs from tho wattr to the land, but 
also stack them in huge piles, convey them 
to the mill, saw them and afterward pile 
the lumber. Of coarse, each elephant per- 
forms only such certain parts of the work 
for which he has been trained, and the en- 
tire herd is divided into companies of from 
two to eight. One di\ isiou of the pachy- 
derms does the work in tho water, another 
company carries tho logs to the drying or 
seasoning stacks, others pile them; anoth- 
er class conveys the dry logs to the mill, 
where some of the elephants do the work 
of sawing; still others pile the sawed lum- 
ber, and another herd carries hay and pre- 
pares the food for this great industrial 
combination, of brute strength and intelli- 
gence.

Coloring Leather. 


In place of the ordinary method which

Then there is the opposite, of exaggera- 


tion, which is not less mischievous, but 
sillier. It is not common in literature, but 
it is a most familial' note iu a certain kind 
of respectable journalism. There is an ex- 
cellent instance in Tuesday's Times (Duko 
Hiruest'a Biographer is describing that 
prince's action and influence as contribu- 
tory to the work of Gorman unity): "Thu 
remark of the Emperor William to him at 
Versailles, 'This I owed partly to you,' 
was in n certain measure justified." 


The jaded phrase, the silly phrase and 


the phrase of exaggeration are to be avoid- 
ed simply by simplicity. To attend, to 
wait upon what yon really think; not to 
interrupt yourself with too loud nword; 
not to translate your uncertainty by too 
pat a phrase, your moderation by one too 
emphatic—to do this much is to lend mi 
effectual haud in a work that has become 
greatly necessary. 


In the use of compound words from for- 


eign languages it is often the important 
half that is dropped in brevity. Uu bil- 
let de sleeping is the current phrase that 
meets the traveler; so in une houteille de 
pate. In like manner you may hear the 
Englishman (perhaps n little doubtful as 
to the pronunciation of the other word) ask 
you how you like "Rusticann."—Pall 
Mall Gazette. 


Apples. 


Chemically the apple is composed of 


vegetable fiber, albumen, sugar, 
gum 


chlorophyl,malic acid, gallic acid, lime and 
much water. Furthermore, the German 
analysts say that the apple contains n 
larger percentage of phosphorus than any 
other fruit or vegetable. 
The phosphorus 


is admirably adapted for renewing the es- 
sential nervous matter—lecithin—of the 
brain and spinal cord. 
- It is perhaps for the same reason rufle- 
ly understood that old Scandinavian tra- 
ditions represent the apple as the food of 
the gods, who, when they felt themselves 
to be growing feebla and infirm, resorted 
to this trait, renewing their powers of 
mind and body. Also, acids of the apple 
are of eingular use for men of sedentary 
habits,whose livers are sluggish in action, 
those acida serving to eliminate from tho 
body noxious mattes, which, if retained, 
would make the brain heavy and dull or 
bring about jaundice or skin eruptions and 
other allied troubles. 


Some such experience must have led to 


he ctistom of taking apple sauce with 
roast pork, rich goose and like dishes. 
The malic ncid of ripe apples, either raw 
or cooked, will neutralize any excess of 
chalky matter engendered by eating too 
much meat. It is also the fact that, such 
ripa fruits as tho apple, tho pear and the 
plum, when taken ripe and without 
sugar, diminish acidity in the stomach, 
rather than provoke it. Their vegetable 
sauces and juices are converted into alka- 
line carbonates, which tend to counteract 
acidity.—North American Practitioner.

ing bouiu real insight into thu relations of 
tho stars among themselves, and for fixing 
our own position iu regard to other suns 
uiul systems than onr own. 


Wo" have, to Invent» new measure for 


talking of their distance, wince, finding 
miles too mnall, wo talk of "light yeurs," 
which, means the distance that n ray of 
light, traveling some 180,000 miles a 
second, would traverse in a year. Before 
wo get too used to talking of light years it 
may bu veil to try to get a notion what, 
light year really is. It means a journey 
(hat \umld tuko au express train more 
thau 11,000.000 years. It means a velocity 
that tho periphery of n gigantic flywheel 
100 miles in diameter could not keep up 
with, though it made GOO revolutions iu a 
second. It means a distance traversed in 
one second that bound will not pass over 
in 10 days. Aud this is tho unit for the 
quantities that modern astronomy deals 
with when treating of tho distribution, of 
stars iu space. Sometimes ono hears a 
cubic light year Bpokon of—that iH, nn 
imaginary cube with each side a light 
year long. It was long after uiiai aaw 
how to measure tho distance of the star? 
before they succeeded so as to feel much 
confidence iu the results obtained, but 
now tho distances of a few stars arc known 
with comparative acuinicy and certainty, 
many measures having been made that 
will probably come, within 20 or 00 pel- 
cent of tho truth. 


Tho nearest star that has been found is 


Alpha Contnuri, with n distance of 
light, years. 
Probably next in oi'der la a 


small star, numbered 31,183 In Lnlande's 
catalogue. It is about 0% light yeuis 
off, 


while 01 Cygni, tho most frequently meas- 
ured of any star, is about 1 to T'3 light 
years off. 
Bui, let us take our nearest neigh- 


bor and try to see something of the isola- 
tion, oC our solar system in place. _ Let us 
try to conceive of a sphere of which th 
sun is cento, with a, radius of four and 
thirty-flvo ono-huuclrodths light years, so 
placing our nearest stellar neighbor on its 
circumference—translated' into the more 
familiar unit, its diameter is over 50,000,- 
000,000 miles, and its cubic contents 
nearly 350 oubio light yeurs, or suventj 
thousand sextillious (7 with '10 ciphers) o:' 
cubic miles, for ucnbio light yenrisrathei 
morn thau two sextillious cubic miles 
Hera isisohitiou indeed. Tho sun, with ul 
its vaHtness, does not fill 0110 two hundred 
thousand trillionth (2 with 23 ciphers 
part of the sphere that has our ncares 
stellar neighbor on its surface. The gi- 
gantic volume of tho sun in such n space 
is like, an isolated shot containing but one- 
half of a cubic inch immersed in the whol 
water of the sen, while a little speck less 
than thu two-millionth of n cubic inch sus 
peuded iu the 873 trillion gallons of th< 
sen would represent tho earth suspended i n 
thu sphere, the radius oJ which reaches 
only to the nearest star. 


Did wo set tho polo star at tho limits of 


our space sphere, tho volume of tho spheri 
would be 3,000 times as great, and thc 
sun must bo thought of as occupying thc 
six thousandth port o£ KO. inch in the 400 ,- 
000,000 cubic miles of Bea. Were Vega, at 
a distance of 00 light years, on the bound 
ary of our sphere, tho space that reaches j 
to our nearest neighbor must be increased 
10,000 times in volume, and the earth he- 
comes r. difficult microscopic object in the 
vast abyss of sea. These are (ill stars 
whoso distance has been measured with 
more or less accuracy, but tliere arc other 
objects more remote that haveOi-fled nil 
attempti to measure them—in literal fact, 
they arc immeasurably remote distances.

Tho logs aro chopped iu the interior 
nud floated buvcrnl hundred milts down 
tho Snlwin river to tho mill, which is ult- 
untcd ou tho banks of tho stream at Mnul- 
innin. Hero tho logs nre formed Into a 
boom, and henceforth tlie work of trans- 
porting is done by tho elephants. Thn 
boom is very similar to lluwo wo HCO in tha 
lumbering districts of Wisconsin

Michigan, but instead of thu Hight of mon, 
brightly garbed in red and blue, running 
from log to log and moving them with 
long steel pointed poles, we BCO great, pon-

"Measuring 2% yards in leugfh and 2 yards 


after the breadths had been joined, this 
lining was ready for the fleecy sheets. One 
after another they weie arranged and then 
tacked into place. This part of the work 
completed, the blossom strewn top was 
given next position, and then began the 
task of tacking. 


A needle and thread quickly caught and 


held in knotted groups the small bits' of 
wool, a delicate blue, that had been pre- 
pared by placing long pieces of the worsted 
together, and cutting into lengths, say an 
inch long, and catching them across the 
center with the thread, each one after its 
release partly standing up as if proud of 
its position. With edges neatly turned in, 
this model comfort, for which directions are 
found in Golden Days, is completed. 


Helps to Hospitality. 


Everything that looks toward hospitality 


is prominent at the jeweler's.

perature to 155 degrees and then allowing 
it to stand in the heated water for half an 
hour insures the proper temperature for the 
required time. Thetemperatuie should not 
be raised above 133 degrees; otherwise the 
taste and quality of the milk will be im- 
paired. 


The simplestplan is to take a tin pail and 


invert a perforated tin pie plate in the bot- 
tom, or have made for it a removable falso 
bottom peiforated with holes and having 
legs half an inch high to allow circulation 
of the water. -The milk bottle is setou this 
false bottom, and sufficient water is put 
into the pail to reach the level of the sur- 
face of the millc in the bottle. A hole may 
be punched in the cover of the pail, a cork 
inserted and a chemical thermometer put 
through the cork so that the bulb dips into 
the water. The temperatuie can thus be 
watched without removing the cover. If 
preferred, an ordinary dairy thermometer 
may be used and the temperature tested 
from time to time by removing the lid. 
This is very easily arranged and ia just as 
satisfactory as the patented apparatus sold 
for the same purpose.

How the Devilfish Changes Coior. 


The poulp, or devilfish, offers a fine exam- 


ple of a curious phenomenon called "mim- 
etism." Popular Science News says; The 
animal in repose presents a pallid, yellow- 
ish color, similar to that of sand. But this 
color is not fixed. 'W'hen the animal trans- 
portsitself from one point to another where 
the bottom does not have the same tint, it 
becomes modified and gives room for the 
newmedmm, which is diffused over the ani- 
mal's surface, forming marbled undula- 
tions. In whateverplaceit isfound theani- 
mal becomes confounded with thesurround- 
ing objects. 


To this faculty of being able to constantly 


change its color— useful, for it enables it to 
escape observation — the poulp joins that 
of troubling the water around it when it is 
attacked by au enemy. It possesses for this 
purpose quite a large gland, the pocket of 
blackness or ink pocket, containing a black- 
ish liquid. When any one tries to seize 
the poulp, it contracts quickly this gland, 
and immediately a very thick black cloud 
spreads around it. At the same time its 
ekin, a little while ago clear, becomes very 
dark, so that cloud and poulp are con- 
founded to such a degree that it is impossi- 
ble for the most clear sighted to tell where 
the animal has gone. It profits by this 
moment of stupor on the part of its enemy 
to escape quickly backward or to thrust 
itself not less quickly into the sand, cover- 
ing itself with granulations difficult to dis- 
tinguish from grains of sand. Sepia, used 
in painting, was formerly manufactured 
from the contents of the black poeket.

A Fact "Worth Kemembering. 


Rapacious birds and beasts retain their 


love of destroying even after years of con- 
finement, and it is a well acknowledged 
fact that among those rapacious animals of 
a menagerie which are reared in confine- 
ment we find tlje most ferocious and de- 
structive examples if they once escape and 
become aware of their power, writes Dr. 
Morris Gibbs in Science. Ae a fitting illus- 
tration of this principle of general accept- 
ance the following instance is offered: 


"A friend of mine took two half grown 


young from anest o£ the great horned owl 
five years ago last spring. These birds were 
always kept in confinement and were never 
in the presence of other birds or mammals 
which might have formed their food ia the 
wild state. Within a few months past the 
pair escaped from their pen, and instead of 
flying to tho woods they immediately 
soujcht out a henhouse at a neighbor's less 
than CO rods distant, entered ilj and man- 
gled and killed over a dozen chickens. This 
is certainly a much more destrurtive on- 
slaught than is recorded from the visita- 
tions of wild owls in my experience." 


A Xovol Fire Alarm. 


A. novel (ire alarm has lately been pro- 


duced in France. It consists of a hollow 
Sphere of aluminium supported at one end 
of au arm, with a counterpoise at the other 
end, the two being arranged to balance at 
the ordinary temperature and pressure of 
the air.

Rapacious birds and beasts retain their 


love of destroying even after years of con- 
finement, and it is a well acknowledged 
fact that amon£ thoso rapacious animals of 
a menagorio which are reared in confine- 
ment we find the most forooloua'and de- 
structive examples if they onco escape and 
become aware of their power, writes Dr. 
Jforris Gibbs in Science. AB a fitting illus- 
tration of this principle of general accept- 
anoo the following Instance is offered: 


"A friend of mine took two half grown 


young from aneat of the great horned owl 
five years ago last spring. These birds were 
always kept in confinement and were never 
in the preseuco of other birds or mammals 
which might have formed their food iu the 
wild state. Within a few months past the 
pair escaped from thuir pen, and instead of 
flying to tho woods they immediately 
BOUflht out a henhouse at a neighbor's leis 
thau GO rods distant, entered it, and mnn- 
liled and killed over .1 dozen chickens. This 
Is ccrLninly n much more destructive on- 
slaught than is recorded from Lho visita- 
tions of wild owls in my experience."

In Towns —The Occau Gem. 


BOSTON, Jan. 20.—The special committee 


on caucus reform, appointed by the legis- 
lature of 1893, has unanimously agreed 
upon a report. Amoiia the recommenda- 
tions is the election of all the delegates 
to a state convention on the same dsy 
throughout this state, in order that each 
city and town may act independent ol 
outside "influence. 
This is made obliga- 


tory in the bill which the committee has 
drafted, and which contains many provi- 
sions applicable to cities and towns ol 
more than 10,000 inhabitants. 


A bill was introduced In the senate rela- 


tive to the construction and maintenance 
of state highways. 
The bill provides 


"that the Massachusetts highway com- 
missioners are hereby authorized to des- 
ignate such ruaiu traveled roada in the 
commonwealth as state highways as It may 
dei'ui best when recommended by a^ma- 
jority of the towns through which such 
roads pass. 
These roads shall be under 


care aud control of said commission, aud 
the reconstruction shall be undertaken 
and carried forward with such expedition 
as said commission deem for the best in- 
terests of the commonwealth. All sums 
received by the treasurer iu the year 1893 
and thereafter under the provisions ot 
chapter 425 of (lie acts of the yeur 18SII 
ahull be set apart for the purposes of this 
act. subject to draft only by the said 
Massachusetts highway commission." 


A bill was introduced iu the house to 


amend an act relating to superintendents 
of public schools for small towns, so that 
the amendment shall read in section 4: 
"There shall bo annually appropriated by 
the legislature a sum necesseiry to carry 
out the provisions of chapter 131, acts of 
1SSB, entitled 'An net to aid small towns 
iu providing themselves with superin- 
tendents.' " 


A bill was introduced prescribing the 


lee for sixth-class licenses by proving that 
such license fee shall "not be less than 
Jut) nor more than £500," instead of $1, as 
at present.
